Mr. Chairman and Councillors 


Ladies and Gentlemen, 

I present my report for the year ended 31st. 
December, 1961. 

The statistics concerning the Birth and Death 
rates correspond roughly with those for the Administrative 
County and for the whole of England and \/ales. You will note 
that the Crude Death Rate is almost double the Corrected Rate. 
This is due to the fact that many people retire to the district 
and in consequence there is a much higher proportion of elderly 
people in this part of the country than there is in the busy 
industrial areas, The Registrar General overcomes this anomaly 
by giving each district a factor dependent upon the age structure 
of the population in that district. Multiplication of the 
Crude Death rate by this factor gives the Corrected Death Rate, 
and it is this rate which must be used in comparing the rate 
for this district with others, 

The table showing the age at which the 200 deaths 
occurred in the year shows that only seven died before the age 
of 45, whereas 117 died at the age of 75 or more. 

There has been a very big rise in the incidence of 
Infectious Disease. This is due entirely to the fact that 
199 new cases of Measles were notified, as compared with only 
5 cases in 1960. Regarding those diseases of childhood for 
which there is adequate protection available, it will be seen 
that only 6 cases of Whooping Cough were notified. No cases 
of Diptheria, Tetanus, Poliomyelitis or Smallpox occurred 
during the year. These diseases are still present and it is 
every parent's duty to see that his child receives the 
protection which is freely available. 
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The incidence of Tuberculosis continues at a 
low level, only 6 new cases beinz notified. The constant 
fight against Tuberculosis is now nearing its end and, provided 
that there is no relaxation, this disease could become a rarity 
within but a few years. Lung Cancer is taxing the place of 
Tuberculosis and the rise in the incidence of this disease over 
the past 20 years is about equal, in the same time, to the fall 
in the number of cases of Tuberculosis. The prime cause of 
Lung Cancer is cigarette smoking - a fact now beyond dispute. 
At the present state of our knowledge the only factor which 
Will reduce the incidence of this disease is to eliminate 
cigarette smoking. A simple procedure! In any case it is 
the duty of every parent to see that his children are 
discouraged from starting this most dangerous habit. 

Finally, i should like to thank, once again, the 
Chairman, Councillors and all members of the staff for the 
help and co-operation received.

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FUBLIC HEALTH INSPECTOR!S ANNUAL REPORT, 1961 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I beg to submit my Annual Report for the year ended 
olst December, 1961. 


During the year progress was made with the construction 
of one and two bedroom flats on sites in Fourth Avenue and 
Fraser Drive. These were for the rehousing of tenants in 
premises condemnod under the Council's Slum Clearance Schene 
and were completed toward the end of the year. All tenants, 
who elected so to do, were rehoused by the end of December: 
a total of 28 families consisting of 74 persons being so 
accommodated. 


Action was then commenced to obtain the demolition of 
the condemned houses in the various areas. 


Also 1 Individual house was demolished and 6 others 
Closed during the year owing to unfitness and 4 families, 
comprising 14 persons were rehoused in consequence.

HOUSING 

As stated earlier the one and two bedroom flats 
constructed during the year on sites at Fourth Avenue and 
Poeager rave were for the rehousing of Slum Clearance 
tenants, but of the 42 constructed 17 were eventually 
available for applicants from the General Housing List 
and thereby 40 persons were accommodated. 


In addition 15 other properties under the Council's 
Conurol became available and were relet to other 
applicants. 


Ae rar as possible, with the premises available, 
transfers are arranged between tenants so that the size 
Or ene house concerned is in proportion to the size of the 
family. Also if tenants find another tenant 
whereby a transfer between them can case the problem of 
either overcrowding or underoccupation, the Housing 
Allocations Committee endeavours to make a mutual 
exchange possible.
